OTTAWA, Nov. 28— 


(CP)—Prime 


Minister Mackenzie 


King said yesterday in the Commons that there is the possibil- 
ity of anarchy in Canada unless his government is sustained 
and he threatened to resign if sufficient support is not given 


him in the House. 


Speaking on what he termed the eve of victory and with 
Canadian troops on German soil, Mr. King said he would not 
wish to continue unless he had full support within his own 
party as well as in the House generally. 


For almost three hours the prime minister addressed a 
tense, silent House, baring the details of cabinet deliberations 
of recent weeks and disclosing that he asked his ministers, one 
by one, if they would assume the responsibility of leadership | 


if he retired. 


And none, he said, would accept. 
He rose to defend the policy under which authorization 


to send 16,000 home defence army men overseas was granted | 
last week, after he had appealed to the cabinet ministers to 


present a united front in the House. 
Mr. King said that he himself would resign unless the 


House gave him its support in voting on his motion that it de-

OPENS DEFENCE 

Mr. King began defence of his 
war policy a few minutes after he 
had read the letter of resignation 

of Air Minister Power as a cabinet 
member. 

On Novy. 1, Col. J. L. Ralston re- 
signed as Defence Minister when 
his recommendation of immediate 
conscription for overseas was re- 
jected. 

On Thursday Mr. King tabled an 
order-in-council under which the 
16,000 draftees may be sent over- 
seas. 

Yesterday he said that the new 
defence minister, Gen. McNaugh- 
ton, and his staff, had felt that 
the response to an appeal for 
voluntary enlistments had been

insufficient to ensure reinforce- 
ments for the men overseas. 

In his letter of resignation, Maj. 
Power said he had adhered to the 
policy of voluntary overseas serv- 
ice after considering the conscrip- 
tion recommendation of Col. Ral- 
ston.

The fate of the government and 
its leader rests on the motion dis- 
cussed by Mr. King.

Tantalum Ore 
In Production 
At Yellowknife 


Perhaps one of the most im 
portant mining discoveries in re 
cent years was proved this fall 
by “Gus” de Steffany, veteran 
northern prospector, when he 
found a large deposit of tantelite 
ore in the Yellowknife district 
The mineral contains large 
amounts of tantalum, a valuable 
and scarce metal. 


The deposit is located on the 
shore of Great Slave Lake about 
70 air miles east of Yellowknife and 
much of the mineral occurs in an 
almost free ate. 

“Up until now tantalum has been 
Jalmost a laboratory curiosity.” Mr 
de Steffany said, “because it as 
been so scarce, Its uses in war pro 
duction have increased tremen 
dously during the last few years

OTTAWA, No. 28.-(CP)—Un 
less the “House of Commons can 
unite in a reasonable measure to 
support an administration that 


can carry on at this time of wat 
we have to face the possibility of 
anarchy in Canada while our men 
are fighting overseas, giving theil 
lives that we may maintain our 
free institutions and that we may 
have a continuation in peace and 
accord through years to come, 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
said yesterday in the Commons 

Mr. King made the statement 
after reading from a speech by 
Sir John A. Macdonald in 1865 
asking for confederation. Sir 
John had appealed for unity in 
the face of impending anarchy 
The situation that existed in Can- 
ada then was applicable to Can- 
ada today, said Mr. King. 

“Honorable gentlemen may be- 
little those words, but they are 
the words of one, no matter to 
what party he belongs, which are 
entitled to the, greatest considera- 
tion that can be given,” said Mr.

“If there was danger at a time 
when all was peaceful through- 
out the world and Canada was on 
the threshold of her national life 
that anarchy might develop in

It can be cold rolled and 
drawn into threads fine enough to 
sew nerves together and is success- 
fully employed in the repair of 
bone fractures 

“With so many men_ being 
maimed and crippled during the 
war we feel the least we can do 
is get producing and provide the 
tantalum which is so valuable in 
repairina their injuries,” de Stef- 
fany said. 

First shipment of the ore recent- 
ly went out of the mines when 700 
pounds were sent to Washington, 
D.C. 

Tantalum is extracted from the 
mineral by a difficult and costly 
chemical procedure and Mr, de 
Steffany said he didn't know if it 
would ever be done at the mine 

“However tantalum is such a 
high-priced metal at present it can 
stand the shipping costs in the 
mineral state,’ he said 

The metal is used in radio and 
electronic tubes because it ab- 
sorbs a molecule gas which oc- 
curs in tubes and according to 
experts should have quite a future 

in this field alone. 


USED IN ALLOYS 
In Mr. de Steffany’s opinion the 


most important use of the metal in 
the post-war period will be in 4l- 
loys. “We are just coming in to the 
age of alloys.” he said, “and tanta 
lum with other metals forms the 


hardest substance known, outside of 
. 


diamonds 

The tantelite mineral occurs in 
pegmatites, or “dikes” as they are 
commonly called. running almost 
vertically to depth. It is obtained 
by methods similar to gold mining 

The de Steffany Tungsten and 
Gold Mines, Ltd, has 21 claims 
along the shore of Great Slave 
Luke In July, 1942, they were 
working tungsten when they first 
noticed the dike outcroppings and 
discovered they rere tantelite. 

The following July they started to 


prove the find and after more than) 


a year decided that the deposit was 
of commercial value, 

Mr. de Steffany said the Un- 
ited States government has fin- 
anced mining of the substance in 
central Brazil and that at pres- 
ent all the tantalum in the U.S, 
comes from this source by plane. 


BETTER GRADE ORE 

He said the company hopes to 
get into profitable production by 
next summer and said they could 
compete with the Brazilian pro- 
duct because their find assays a 
good many more pounds of tanalum 
per ton than the South American 
ore. 

“If we didn't consider it a profit- 
able commercial venture,” he said, 
“we have a number of good gold 
holdings in the territory to which 
we could easily switch.” 

Mr. de Steffany was born in Mon- 
tana, where he was interested in 
mining and first came to northern 


|Canada in 1920. He went in after 


furs but studied the geology of the 
country and made notes which “are 
certainly coming in handy now” He 
spent seven years along the Arctic 
coast and two more in the interior 
when he discovered gold claims 
were being staked almost in his 
back yard without his knowledge 
That was when he went to Yellow- 
knife. He has been interested in 
the area ever since,

On Background of 
Conscription 

When | asked this House to 

enter the war honorable members 
were all, | think, of one mind 
with respect to one of the con 
ditions under which we would be 
prepared to take part in the con- 
flict. It was that there would be 
no conscription or the sending of 
men overseas. ... 

When that appeal (the 1940 ciec- 
tion) was made members of all 
parties appeared before the public 
and stated, I think for the most 
part, what their position would be 
with regard to conscription 


AGAINST CONSCRIPTION 

At any rate, members of the ad- 
ministration took the position tnat 
there should not be conscription for 
service overseas, and we took that 
position not because of any statute 
but because most of us, if indeed 
not all of us, had a moral obligation 
which we appreciated very deeply 
We had given our word, no one 
more strongly than myself, speak- 
ing before the war broke out, that 
if war came the country would not 
resort to conscription for service 
overseas 

The government was returned 
by a very large majority. It had 
its mandate to carry on the war 
and to carry it on without resort 
to conscription. .. . 

I had my colleagues join in pre- 
senting to the people (following 
the fall of France and “fresh agita- 
tion for conscription” a plebiscite 
which would enable us to be 
from any moral obligation that had 
been given up to that time .... 


ATTITUDE CONFUSING 
I have never been able to under- 


stand why honorable members 
should since have maintained, as 
some of them have maintained— 


not many but some of them—and 
the great organizations throughout 
the country, even an organization 


such as the Canadian Legion of 
the British Empire Service, that 
there was, as a result of that 


plebiscite, a mandate on the part of 
the country to the government to 
carry out conscription 

That is an entire falsification of 
the interpretation of the plebi- 
scite.... 

Bill 80 was brought into the 
House (in 1942) in order to make 
it perfectly clear that the govern- 
ment would have thereafter the 
right to take such steps and actions 
with respect to. conscription as it 
might be necessary to take, either 
conscription in whole or conscrip- 
tion to a limited extent. That bill 
recognized the principle of con- 
scription. 


On Col. Ralston’s Views 


Col. Ralston, the former minister 


of national defence, fora long time | 


has believed that it might be neces- 
sary to resort to conscription for 
service overseas to provide the 
necessary reinforcements. ... When 
this question did come up he and I 
were determined that it should not 


become a King-Ralston conflict or |

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Allies Get Another Army 


From Brussels comes word that a new 
and powerful Belgian army, armed with 
British equipment, is preparing to take the 
field. Thus Allied manpower grows as the 
advance rolls along, and new forces spring 
into existence in the countries long sub- 
jected to Nazi outrage and insolence. The 
recrudescence of military power in the lib- 
erated regions on the eastern front is be- 
ing repeated in the west. 

The temper of the new contingents can 
be gauged by the feat of the French tank 
corps which crashed through the enemy 
defences to the Rhine and is hammering its 
way down the bank of that river in a move- 
ment which threatens to bottle up 50,000 
German troops in the Vosges mountains. 
Tyranny, pillage and oppression through 
four years have produced the natural re- 
action. The Belgians, like the French, are 
not forgetting that they have wrongs to 
avenge. 

These mass reinforcements will help to 
shorten the struggle, in proportion to their 
strength and the speed with which they are 
readied for action. Equally important, the 
exertions they make in helping to destroy 
their oppressors will restore the self-es- 
teem and national spirit of the subject na- 
tions and harden them against the wiles of 
future subversive propagandists and the 
casuistry of Quislings.

Heavier Demand On Canada | 


The periodic curse of drought has come 
upon Australia, Harvest-time is approach- 
ing “down under,” but the harvest will be 
poor, The wheat crop is officially esti- 
mated in advance at only 60,000,000 bush- 
els, against a ten-year average of 162,000,- 
000. As the domestic need is 70,000,000 
bushels, reserves will have to be drawn 
upon, and there will be no wheat for ex- 
port, 

Pasture-lands have withered, and it is 
said years will be required to build up the 
great herds of cattle and sheep because of 
losses already sustained. Dairy production 
has for months been running away below 
last year’s levels, Bush fires are devastat- 
ing valuable forest areas. Dry cycles in 
Australia usually extend over a number of 
years, and the prospect of continued and 
increasing hardship is added to the exist- 
ing troubles. 

Under the mutual aid agreement Aus- 
tralia will be entitled to get whatever sup- 
plies it may require of kinds which Canada 
can spare. Any assistance possible in this 
way will of course be extended on a gen- 
erous scale and with the whole-hearted ap- 
proval of our people. The Australians have 
a double claim to such treatment. They 
are our kinsmen as well as our Allies, 
Helping them will be discharging a family 
duty, as well as bolstering the strength of 
a nation that is fighting valiantly in the 
common cause. 

The blow that has struck Australia is 
a blow to the United Nations. Allied fleets 
and armies and air forces in the Pacific re- 
quire, and will still more require, immense 
supplies of food and other materials which 
Australia is geographically situated to pro- 
vide, It is fortunate that Canada has been 
blessed with good crops, and will therefore 
be able to make up in large measure the 
deficiency which drought has made inevit- 
able from that source.

What Nazism Is 


The War Refugee Board at Washing- 
ton consists of Ex-State Secretary Hull, 
Treasury Secretary Morgenthau and War 
Secretary Stimson. These are not men who 
would accept rumors as evidence, or pro- 
nounce sentence of “guilty” on an enemy 
war organization without convicting 
proof. Their names give weight to the 
Board statement that there is “every rea- 
son to believe that these reports present a 
true picture of the frightful happenings at 
these (Nazi internment) camps.”’ 

The reports referred to included an esti- 
mate that more than 1,500,000 Jews from 
various countries were gassed and their 
bodies cremated at the “death factory” at 


Birkenau alone between April, 1942 and 
April, 1944 

This is a terrible charge to be laid at 
the door of any man or any set of men. 


The Refugee Board only gave it endorsa- 


tion as truth after having reviewed and 
considered all the available testimony. 
That this wholesale and deliberately- 


planned massacre actually took place has 
therefore to be accepted as fact, however 
much one would prefer to disbelieve it or 
to subject it to discount on the ground of 
probable exaggeration. 

These men are among the most respon- 
sible statesmen in the world. They were all 
members of President Roosevelt's cabinet. 
No men are better aware of the serious- 
ness of the charge, por how such an offi- 
cial accusation must inflame the public in 
all Allied countries. Had that been pos- 
sible they would undoubtedly have used 
more measured, or equivocal, language. 

Horrifying as it is, this verdict has to be 
taken as credit-worthy beyond doubt. The 
reaction must be to bring home to civilized 
people everywhere a clearer sense of the

1894: 50 Years Ago

Donald McLeod, one of the most widely known 
of Edmonton Old Timers, died on Friday evening. 
He was born in the island of Lewes, and came to 
Canada in 1862 in the service of the Hudson's Bay 
Co. In 1872 he built one of the first houses in the 
present town of Edmonton, having taken up as a 
claim the land included in river lot 14. 

The first annual dinner of the Edmonton Old 
Timers’ Association took place on Thursday eve- 
ning in the Edmonton hotel, the first house of en- 
tertainment between Portage La Prairie and the 
Rocky Mountains. About 60 members were pres- 
ent, including many from surrounding points. As 
one item on the program Mr. H. S. Young read a 
paper he had written on the history of Edmonton, 
which is published in full. James Gibbons, presi- 
dent of the association, presided. 

One paragraph from the paper read by Mr, 
Young follows: The village of Edmonton may be 
said to have begun its existence as such when the 
CPR sent the first survey party to the Edmonton 
district in 1871, From that date to the present time 
the place has gone on increasing in population and 
civilization. At first the progress made was ver‘ 
slow, but it never ceased progressing, never went 
back. One by one houses went up, stores were vuilt, 
settlers kept dropping in and came to stay, The vil 
lage grew until it felt able to take on the dignity 
of a town

This violation of the elementary | 
| principle of justice is not permitted 
in Britain or the United States, 
where convient tribunals of appeal | 
are always open to the taxpayer. | 
|In those countries it is recognized | 
that the citizen has the right to ap- 
pear before a court as the equal of 
the government, whereas in Can- 
ada he cannot do so—indeed = can- | 
not appear at all. This fact prompt 
ed Mr. R. B. Hanson, a member | 
of the House of Commons, to pro 
test in Parliament on July 17 last, 
when he said: 

“IT made an appeal to the mini- 
ster of national revenue against 
the present law relating to ap- 
peals from income tax assess- 
ment. Under the law as it is at 
present, the appeal is from 
Caesar to Caesar...,. The phr- 
liamentary assistant to the mini- 
ster of finance admitted at once 
that it was an empty gesture 9nd) 
a waste of time. Upon my press- 
ing the minister of national rev-| 
enue and arguing that the principle 
was bad, he would not admit it, 
but he intimated that the depart- | 
ment would consider setting up an 
advisory committee. That does not 
| meet the situation because the ap- 
peal will still be to the samc jur- 
isdiction.” 

Up to date there has been no 
indication from the government 
that it will repeal or even modify 
the obnoxious principle of the 
prosecutor also being the judge. 
| As the law stands, not only is there 
}no avenue of appeal for the ordi- 
nary taxpayer but he is constantly 
confused by the changing tax regu- 
jlations promulgated by the nun- 
jister of national revenue. So wide 
is the discretion of the minister 
jand his officials that their regula 
| tions are in operation virtually laws 
of Canada, parliament having *o a 


great degree abdicated its right to 
decide how taxes shall be collected. 

As Mr. Patterson says, the rul- 
ines of the tax department have 
no technical effect in law and are 
merely the administration's inter- 
pretation of the Jaw, but, since ai 
is impossible for most taxpayers 
to carry such rulings to the courts, 
they are, in most cases, as effective 


as a law 

“Many of these (rulings) are 
not publicized,” Mr. Patterson 
says, “and frequently taxpayers 


know of them only when assess- 
ments are proposed. This some- 
times leaves a doubt in the minds 
of the taxpayers as to whether 
the same ruling will be applied 
in a uniform manner to all cases 
with similar conditions. Further, 
the rulings are not binding upon 
the minister and presumably may 
be altered, amended or disre- 
garded by the department as it 
seos fii and without notice. To 
appreciate fully the extent of ad- 
ministration control, a study of 
the (taxation) act reveals that 
there are over 40 sections or 
subsections wherein the minister 
may take discretionary action, 
about five where he is required 
to approve or otherwise, and 
about eight where the powers he 
exercises are deemed to be final 
and conclusive.”

To cure these manifest evils Mr, 
Patterson suggests that full pub- 


licity be given to all departmental 
tax rulings so that the taxpayer 
may know what te expect and have 
more confidence in the administra- 
tion; that the changing principles 
and policies adopted from time to 
{time by the tax department be 
written into the law to limit the 
discretionary powers of the min- 
ister of national revenue; that the 
law prescribe a time limit within 
which the tax department must 
assess the taxpayer for his taxes 
(for at present many taxpayers do 
|not know for years after they nave 
filed their returns what they owe, 
whether they have underpaid or 
overpaid, the tax collecting ma- 
chinery having bogged down under 
its present load); and finally that 
an independent board be set up to 
study and rule upon contentious 
matters between the administrative 
officials and the taxpayer—in other 
words, a tribunal accessible to all,

The DC4 was first built and 


flown by Douglas Aircraft in 1938 
The first mode! cost $1,000,000. With 
some re-designing, the plane was 
ready for commercial service, and 
four big U.S. air lines placed ord- 
ers. Production was ready to start 
in 1940. Bigger than any plane 
which has been placed in civilian 
service, the DC-4 can carry 42 pas- 
sengers. It cruises at 220 miles per 
hour, with top speed of 280-5 miles 
per hour, It has four engines and 
a ‘pressurized cabin. With only 
three engines it can fly at 18.000 
feet altitude,,an example of the 
safety factor built into it 

But the war prevented any civil 
air line from getting delivery of 
DC-4's. The U.S. army air services 
took over all production of it iu 
1941, and changed its designation 
to C-54. The Douglas Aircraft com 
pany has six huge production plants 
in operation in the United States, 
but the Chicago plant, where we 
saw the whole assembly line from 
the point where parts are finished

Returning Hospital Board | 


Is Given Right 
Reject Doctors 


The court of appeal of Alberta, 
in a judgment handed down Mon- 
day, held that the Edmonton 
Hospital Board had a perfect 
legal right, with or without 
reason, to decline to approve any 
doctors as a member of its 
medical staff. 


It ordered set aside a judgment 
of Mr. Justice 8S. J. Shepherd which 


| ruled that the board did not have 


this right, and which continued an 
interim injunction requiring the 
board to admit Dr. J. C. Andreas 
as a member of its medical staff. 
The interim injunction was 
granted by, former Chief Justice W. 
C. Ives. It prevented the board 
interfering with or prevent 
ing Dr. Andreas from using the 
Royal Alexandra hospital and its 
facilities while carrying on his pro- 
fession as physician and surgeon. 


APPLIED FOR ADMISSION 

In the appeal judgment it 
stated that the doctor applied for 
admission to the hospital staff in

the application the

Last March 7, the hospital 
board adopted a recommendation 
by a special committee that the 
application for staff membership 
be not accepted. 

On March 20 action was started 
by the doctor asking for an interim 
injunction until the trial.

| Alexandra hospital and its facilities. 


A declaration also was sought 
that the decision of the board re- 
fusing the plaintiff the right to

had no opportunity to hear charges 
against him, or any reasons for his 
non-acceptance, and has had no 
opportunity of answering charges 
or reasons, 


COURT JUDGMENT 

In the court's judgment it is/ 
stated that the plaintiff had ample-| 
opportunity of appearing both be- 
fore the medical staff and the 
board to press his claim for mem-| 
bership on the staff.

Mrs. D, M. M:: I fear you entire- 
ly missed the point of the previous 
letter on pre-natal influences, It 
did not try to prove that having 
lots of upsetting physical mishaps 
made for a good baby and a placid 
pregnancy for a cross one. I tried 
to prove, in this one instance, that 
NOTHING of an emotional nature 
and probably most physical condi- 
tions from which the mother might 
be temporarily a victim, do not af- 
fect the baby. 

Recently I read this in a work 
of fiction and it struck me as sen- 
sible and timely. The soon-to-be 
young mother says, “I did ery Jast 
night, but I won't any more. It 
might make the poor little thing 
queer in the head or something,’ 
to which her mother remarks: | 
“Rubbish. Your baby isn't in the 


least interested in you. It’s mind- | 


ing its own business. You can cry 
your head off—if you want to—so 
long as you eat your supper.” 

That's about the extent of pre- 
natal influence—nourishment!

OBESITY IN MALNUTRITION 

There is a common notion that 
moderate obesity, superfluous flesh 
overweight, corpulence or stout 
ness is an indication of robust 
health. Probably the notion had it 
origin in feudal days when the 
lords hat plenty and their vas 
sals barely cnough to eat; and 
from the observation that emacia 
tion, loss of flesh, consumption o1 
wasting occurs in the advanced 
stages of numerous diseases 

With one notable exception—pul 
monary tuberculosis—even 5 per 
cent excess weight is regarded as 
unfavorable to health and longevity 
today. Statistics seem to show that 
moderate stoutness, up to 5 per 
cent overweight, is at least not 
detrimental to persons up to the 
age of thirty-five years. After the 
age of thirty-five years, however 
any excess flesh is unfavorable to 
health, efficiency and longevity 

So there you are, folks. Why 
carry around a handicap of slacke: 
flesh when it isn’t required by law’ 

Most of the slacker flesh lumber 
ing about the earth today is built 
out of the prodigious amounts of 
the delectable, cheap. plentiful, 
easy to eat carbohydrates in our 
modern, refined, denatured, unbal 
anced American diet 

Refined white flour and refined 
white sugar and syrup and molass- 
es yield more than half of the calor- 
jes in the daily food of the average 
person in America 

Calories from refined white flout 
or refined white sugar are just as 
good as calories from any other 
food material. An ounce of lean 
meat yields the same amount of 
energy, nourishment calories, 
strength, refreshmeat, sustenance, 
heat or vigor as an ounce of candy 
and eke the same amount of slack- 
er flesh, overweight or superfluous 
fat if you don’t work or play hard 
enough to burn it up day by day. 

Ouch. I understand. Thats what 
I say every morning when I cauti- 
ously open one eye, squint at the 
clock and realize it is time to start 
the morning exercises. But I ease 
into mine gently—rolling somer- 
saults; that makes the succeeding 
setting-up exercises quite painles

sized thiamin (B,) expressed it in 
the article in Science: “Man com- 
mits a crime against nature when 
he eats the starch from the seed 
and throws away the mechanism 
necessary for the metabolism of 
that starch.”

Mayor John W. Fry informed 
council] that newspaper propaganda 
on this project had resulted, in his

Housing Deal 
ls Explained 
To Alderman 


A proposal made by Wartime 
Housing, Ltd., to erect home here 
to cost about $3,000 each, was 
aired in city council Monday night 
when city commissioners answer- 
ed a query made at the last coun- 
cil meeting by Ald. A. Bissett, 
K.C., seeking information on this 
matter. 


Mayor John W. Fry said that 
representatives of the Crown com- 
pany had sought information as 
to lots available for an extension 
of wartime housing. They were 
advised ‘that there would be ap- 
| proximately 200 lots available for a 
first class type of house in the 
southeast section of the city, and 
that whole blocks would be ayail- 
able in the northeast section. 


SUITABLE PROPERTY 


These lots, the report — states, 
would be most suitable for pro- 
viding the type of house which the 
Crown company was considering, 
to be rented on a bas 
$20 monthly. 

The report points out that 
discussing the matter it developed 
that if any more wartime houses 
were to be built in Edmonton they 
would be of a type without base- 
ment, and when informed that it 
was possible that council would not 
be agreeable to this type of house 
no further representations have 
been made by Crown company of- 
ficials, 

Mayor Fry intimated also that 
the lots would have to be given 
to the company, and that taxes 
to be paid on the houses would 
be only a small portion of the 
current tax levy,
